BAL Hewett at acrecent meeting of the 
Sanitary Board, -has been productive of 
considerable discussion. ‘The malter was 
fully reported ‘in our columns at the time,

our readers that the: debate at ‘the Board 
inegting arose (hrough Mr, Llewett's amend- 


ment that_a_censin application respecting: 


domestic sanitation be refused on the ground 
that a dangerous precedent would otherwise 
be created, and it would be impossible to 
know where to draw the line, The system 
of drainage and sewerage’ best suited for 
| tropical climates. has received considerable 
attention of late, and although it is 
| generally adimiited that the water-carriage 
system of ‘disposal is undoubtedly the 
best, jin tempurate regions experts ure 
unanimous ‘in the opinion that no one 
system can be universally applicable, but 


7 that local conditions must be -carefully 


studied before i any recommendations can be 
made. Much Jess then can it be expected 
“that one system can he devised which will’ 
suit equally well all tropical towns, without 
at least most profound modifications to
